from all ſinnes, from all lawes, and com⸗ 
mandements (as Paul witnefſeth in 
his firſt Epiſtle to Timothp, the firſt 
Chapter, The Law was not made for the 
iuſt man) which liberty doth as karre 
ſurmount all other outward and external 
liberties in excellencie, as the Beauens 
doth ſurpaſſe the Earth, which Chaiſt 
grant vs to bnderſtand, and entoy to our 
comfozt, Amen. 
In line, to latiſſie thoſe perſons, who can 
neuer hearc any thing be it neuer ſo well 
ſpoken, but that they will depzaue it by 
euill concetuing, ſomewhat mult bee ans 
nered, if that at the laſt they be able to 
conceſue the ſame. There be very many, 
Ade nber who hearing the doctrine of this Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ty of the dn liberty of Faith, will by and by fake 
eſh, otccaſton thereof, ta maintaine the liberty 
of the fleſh, ſuppoſing fozth with that they 
may latfnily attempt all things, — 


Againſt 
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will expꝛeſſe their liberty and Chaiſttas 
nity in any one thing clſe, than in de⸗ 
ſpiſing, and repꝛouing of Ceremonies, 
of mens traditions and conſtlituti⸗ 
ons, as though they onght foz this 
cauſe to bee deemed Chꝛiſtians, becauſe 
they doe not kaſt in the dayes appopn- 
fed koz faſting, oz becauſe they eate 
fleſh, whpleſt other doe abſtaine from 
fleſh, oz becauſe they doe not fre- 
quent Maſſes and Pattens, oz other 
vſuall ſeruice in the Church, dildainefully 
ſcozning and ſcoffing at the ozdinances 
of men, btterly ſetting. at navgyt all 
other things apperfatning fo Chꝛiſtian 
Religion. Againſt whom, there is ano! Againſt 
ther ſozf that doe with toth and maple he contie 
bend their fozce, which contrariwiſe, _ = 
doe endeaudur to attapne ſaluatidn, by "ee 
the onely obſeruation and renerence of 
Ceremonies, as thongh they ſhould foz 
this cauſe be ſaued, becauſe they faſt on 
the faſting dayes, oꝛ abſtaine from fleſh, 
oz inure themſelues to certaine papers, 
exceſſiuely vaunting the traditions ofthe 
Church, and of the fathers, pet * 

no 
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not clkeming the things that are pꝛoper 
and peculiar to our Chaſtian Faith, 
worth a ruſh, both which ſotts of 
people are ſurelp altogether much blames 
mozthy. foz as much, as paſſing over 
matters of great tmpo2tance, and care- 
lefly neglecting the things neceſſarily be- 
longing to ſalnation,they turmoplethem⸗ 
ſelues in ſo great outrage about theſe 
trifling toycs, being altogether vnnecel⸗ 
ſary and vnp2ofitable. 

How much moze ſoundly doth Paul 
teach to keeve the midde way, condeme 
ning both thoſe by-patbes, ſaping, He chat 
caterh, lat him not deſpiſe him that eat- 
eth nat : and he that eateth not, let him 
not iudpe him that eateth. Mere pen (&, 
that ſuch as do neglec, and condemne the 
ceremonies, not of denotion, but of mere 
contempt, bee accomptedblame-wozthp, 
whereas the Apoſtie teacheth them not 
to deſpiſe, fo: knowledge doth canſe to 
ſwell, and to be puft vp. Agatne,he exhoꝛ⸗ 
teth the obſtinate that thepſadge not o⸗ 
thers, foꝛ neicher of them both obſerue 
charity, edifping one another, * 
oze 
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foze in this perplerity, councell mult bee ; 
ſought out of Scripture , which doth | 
teach vs, not to decline on the right, noꝛ 
on the left hand, but to enſue the right 
ludgements of the Lo2d, quickning the 
hearts: fozas no man is ri ghtedus, be- 
cauſe be hambleth himſelfe, and is addt- 
&ed to wozks, and rites of ceremonies, 
ſo neither Wall any man bee accomptrd 
foz this only cauſe righteous , becauſe 
he doth omit and contemne them, 

| Foz wee bar not freed thzongh our 
Faith in Chaiſt from wozkes , but 
from the opinions of wozkes, that is to 
lay, from the foliſh pꝛeſamption con-

yp of the truth, but magnifie their 
Ceremonlſes , command and enfozce the 
obſeruation of them without Faith, as 
neceſſities of Juſtiſication, fach as the 
Jewes wers in times paſt vnwiiling to 
come to knowledge thereby, to walke a- 
right. Such behoueth vs to reſiſt , fo 
impugne them, and to offend them ſfout- 
ly, leſt by this their wicked opinion, 
they dzaw together with themſelues may 
up, into thetr falſe ilinſtons. In the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence ol luch it is conuenient to eat fleſh, 
to bzeake faſting dapes, and fo2 the main⸗ 
tenance of our liberty in faith, to da other 
like things, which they reckon in place 
of moſt greenous ſinnes, And in this 
manner muſt wee ſpeake of them, Lec 
them alone, they bee blinde the:nſelues, 
and blinde guides of the blinde, foz in 


this reſpect Paul would not ſuffer Ti- 
tus 
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tus to receiue Circumciſion, though they 
ſiffely vzged dereunto. So did Chih 
alſo defend his Apoſtles, when as they 
pluckt the eares of cozne on the Sabboth 
day, and many ſuch like. 
On the other ſide,we ſhal mert with the 
ſimple, vnlearned, (gnozant,and weake in 
Faith(as Paul calleth them) whoſe tapa- 
cities are not pet able to comp2ebend this 
libertte of Faith, though they haue a will 
thereunto. Such muſt be bozne withall, 
leſt thep be offended : and their weakneſſe 
muſt be fauoured, vntill they may be moze 
fullp inſtruded. Foz whereas thoſe per- 
ſons do not obſerue ſuch ceremontes of a- 
ap grounded malice. noz are willullp ob⸗ 
ſtinate in indgement, but conceiue of them 
accozding to the imbecilitp of their Faith 
onelp. faſtings, abffinence from choice 
meates, and ſuch other ceremonies, which 
they doe ſuppoſe to be neceſſary, muſk 
be obſerued foz auopding offencein them. 
Foz this doth Charitie exad ofvs, which 
barteth no man but helpes vs, Foz ſach 
0 cons 
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continue not weaklings through their 
owne default, but thꝛough the negligence 
ol their paſtozs, which with their cramps 
and grapling pꝛons of traditions, haue in⸗ 
tangled euil handled, and deadly wounded 
them, who otherwiſe ought to haue biene 
delivered, made whole, and reuiued with 
the doctrine of Faith and Chill ian Lt- 
berty. The ſame doth the Apoſtle teach 
in the fourteenth Chapter to the Rom: xg. 4 
If my meate doe offend my brother, 1 
will not eate fleſh for euer. And againe, 
I know that in Chrift there is nothing 
defiled, but vnto him that thinketh it 
to bee de filed, but it is euill to the man 
* eateth to the offence of his bro- 
ther. 

Thereloꝛe, although wee muſt out / A eint 
ly withFand thoſe teachers of Traditi che lawes 
dns, and ſharpely inneigh againft the and1aw- 
conſtitutions of Biſhops, wherewith wers. 
thep ouerrunne the people of God, pet re- 
gard muſt be had of the timozons weak- 
lings, whom thoſe cruell bloudſackers, 
Þ it doe 
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doe cruelly detaine captine with thoſe fra- 
ditions, vntill they be let at liberty. On 
this wile encounter mankullp againſt the 
Wolaes, but foz the Sb&@pe, and not a- 
gainſt the Shepe alſo, which thou ſhalt 
the better do il thou bend thy fozce earneſt⸗ 
ly againſt thole Lawes and Lawmakers, 
and yet withall thy ſelfe obſerae them in 
the ſight of the weake, leſt they become 
offended tbzough thee, vntill themleluts 
may know that Zpzanny , and vnder⸗ 
ſtand their owne liberttes. And if thou 
wilt enioy thine owne libertp, vſe it to 
thy (elfe in ſeeret (as Paul teacheth ther 
in the fourteenth to the Rom.) Keep thou 
the Faith which thou haſt vnto thy ſelſe 
before God, but beware that thou vſe it 
not before the weake. Aga ine, before Ti- 
rants and obſtinate frowards, vſe the 
ſame in deſpight of them, 2 2, and that 
molt manſully and conſtantly: That 
they alſo — 4 vnderſtand their one 
wickedneſſe, and their Lawes to be no- 
thing anaileable to right eouſneſſe, as . 
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ſo that they had no authozity fo make 
ſoch lawes, 


Yea rather, fozaſmuch as the raging and 
rude age of pong perſons hath node to be 
reſtrained and bzidled with ſuch raines, 
as if were with a Dnaffle, and that euerp 
man ought to chaſtiſe his own bodp:with 
the ſame ererciſes, it behoueth thrrefoze 
the Miniſter of Chꝛiſt to be pꝛudent and 
faithfull, that hee map ſo inſfra& and 
guide Chꝛiſts flocke in all theſe things, 
that their Conſcience and Faith may not 
be offended, and to be circtumſped, that no 
bnſanozte opinion, noz bitter (match of 
loathſomneſſe may take rote in them, bp 
meanes whereof, many map be infected, 
(wherof Paal did foꝛe warne p Hebzues) 
that is to ſap, left loſing their faith vt - 
erly, they beginne to be defiled with vaine 
peſumption of woꝛzkes, as though they 
were to bee ſaued by wozkes, which is a
